Meade District did receivt: an inquiry from the Coinplainant wherein it was asserted 

that the meter measuring water consumption at their propcity had miscalculated the quantity 

delivered to the property during a given time period in Noveinber 2004. 

2. I n  response, Meade District pulled the meter and took same to its testing facility on 

site. The meter tested was within the approved parameters. 

3. This information was conveyed to the Coinplainant who was not satisfied with the 

response given. 

4. Thereafter, the Public Service Coinmissiori also tested the meter and found same to be 

functional witliin the Commission: s established guidelines. 

5. Meade District submits that the meter has been tested twice and has beeii found 

functioning within the guidelines estahlished by the Public Service Commission.
